TRENTON, N. J., April 3.—Attorney General David T. 
Wilentz ruled today that if Gov. Harold G. Hoffman issued 
a reprieve for Bruno Richard Hauptmann, sentenced to die 
at 8 o’clock tonight for the Lindbergh baby murder, the 
prison warden was bound to obey it. 

Addressing Col. Mark O. Kimberlin, prison warden, the 
attorney general said: 

“If a reprieve by Governor Hoffman is served upon you, 
it is not your duty to question its validity, but to obey it.” 
This meant that if the governor* 
who has said he would "gladly” 
reprieve Hauptmann a second time 
if he were shown he had the au¬ 
thority. should decide to issue a 
reprieve, the warden would be 
obliged, under the Wilentz inter¬ 
pretation of the law, to postpone 
the execution as directed. 

Avenues of Kscape 

The attorney general said the 
only means by which Hauptmann 
—newly shaved today in prepara¬ 
tion for the electric chair—could 
be saved, were: 

1. A reprieve. 

2. Commutation of sentence 
by the court of pardons. 

3. A stay of execution by the 
court. 

As to a reprieve, the attorney 
general has previously expressed 
the opinion that the governor has 
no further power to grant one. He, 
told the warden he had heretofore 
advised Hoffman "at his request” 
that the governor was without 
such authority. 

As to action by the pardons 
court, that court has already twice 
refused clemency. 

As to the courts. Hauptmann's 
lawyers have been beaten in every 
attempt for escape through the 
courts. 

“I can readily understand the 
reason for your confusion,” the at¬ 
torney general told Col. Kimber- 
ling, answering the warden's writ¬ 
ten request for legal advice. 

‘Seeds Of Distrust’ 

"Since the early part of Decem¬ 
ber, 1935, through daily state¬ 
ments to the press, all from im¬ 
portant sources, reflections have 
been cast upon not only the valid¬ 
ity of the convictions, but upon 
the officials who only because of 
their sworn duty participated in 
the prosecution. 

“The seeds of distrust and the 
germ of suspicion have been

"I am, however, mindful of the 
fact that if there is no possibility 
of obtaining a verdict in this case 
that it is a useless expenditure of 
county funds to press another 
trial 

"I am sorely convinced that 
no jury can so agree and if an¬ 
other trial is had no agreement 
will be reached.

Riverside county wants to co¬ 
operate with Orange county. 

So spoke leaders in the upper 
county today when The Journal 
asked them if Riverside county 
would oppose an Orange county 
water program based on the $13,- 
000.000 flood control proposal now 
being considered by the senate 
commerce committee at Washing¬ 
ton. 

The Washington proposition 
contemplates g» vernment financ¬ 
ing for construction of proposed 
dams, with Orange county putting 
up about $3,000,000 for rights-of- 
way. No definite information has 
come to light as to the site for the 
dam, contemplated on the Santa 
Ana river. Orange county would 
V»vnr i dam at the upper T\ w 
site. Another possible site is at 
Jurupa, several miles farther up 
in Riverside county. 

Oppose Jurupa Site 

However, The Journal learned 
today from Francis Cuttle. Riv¬ 
erside county water leader, that 
people there are not so enthusias¬ 
tic about the Jurupa site. 

"I can’t see that it makes any 
difference to Riverside county 
where the dam is put,” said Mr. 
Cuttle. “If it is placed at Jurupa, 
that would entail elimination of 
much valuable property and con¬ 
sequent loss of taxes. A dam at 
Jurupa would not be worth much 
to Riverside county. The eleva¬ 
tion is too low. There would be 
something like a 200-foot lift 
from the reservoir to the River¬ 
side Water company canal and 
perhaps 400 feet to the Gage 
canal.” 

Friendship Stressed 

Chairman J. E McGregor of Lhe 
Riverside county board of super¬ 
visors was asked if Riverside 
county interests would oppose an 
Orange county water program 
based on the proposition now be¬ 
ing considered at Washington. 

“They’ve alwaj's been friendly to 
Orange county,” he said. “And I 
think that continues today. I know 
of no organized opposition here. 
I think the principal trouble down 
there is a misunderstanding of the 
water situation as it atfects both 
counties.

TRENTON, N J., April 3. UP) 
Prosecutor Anthony M. Hauck 
jr., of Hunterdon county, replying 
to a demand from counsel for 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann for a 
grand jury investigation of Paul 
H. VVendel's possible connection 
with the Lindbergh kidnaping in 
his county, declared today that 
"no complaint has been made, to 
my knowledge, of the commission 
of any crime in Hunterdon county 
by Wendel” but that "if a com¬ 
plaint is made 1 shall see that the 
same is presented to and consid¬ 
ered by the grand jury.” 

Hauck said that C. Lloyd Fish¬ 
er, counsel for Hauptmann, had 
demanded that he convene the 
grand jury to consider kidnap 
charges against Wendel. 

Fisher expressed the belief, 
Hauck said, that Wendel might be 
guilty of kidnaping the Dindbergh 
baby. 

“That crime,” he wired 
Hauck, "occurred admittedly in 
Hunterdon county.” 

Hauck said that Fisher’s tele¬ 
gram to him also asked that he 
join with the defense attorney in 
requesting a stay of execution for 
Hauptmann, 

The stay, Fisher suggested, 
should be for such a time as the 
Hunterdon grand jury might re¬ 
quire to investigate fully the kid¬ 
naping. 

The Hunterdon grand jury re¬ 
turned the indictment on which 
Hauptmann was convicted. 

The Mercer county grand jury 
last night discontinued its inves¬ 
tigation of a murder charge 
against Wendel in connection with 
the kidnaping. 


DONDON, April 3. </Pi—A 
pointblank German refusal to 
promise not to fortify the Rhine¬ 
land. even temporarily, was de¬ 
livered to the British government 
today. 

It arrived at the foreign office 
shortly before Anthony Eden, for¬ 
eign secretary, went to the house 
of commons to announce Great 
Britain, France and Belgium were 
ready to fight as allies if at¬ 
tacked by Germany, but that the 
British government was anxious 
to discuss permanent peace pro¬ 
posals with Re.chsfuohrer Hitler.

Mr, Palmer said they had 
told him the situation looks fa¬ 
vorable. 

Francis Cuttle of Riverside, 
chairman of the Water Conser¬ 
vation association, which is close¬ 
ly connected with water problems 
in both counties, said today he 
expected soon to hear from the 
water district here in response 
to a recent proposition made by 
upper county groups. This propo¬ 
sition set forth the amounts of 
water to which the upper river in¬ 
terests feel they are justly en¬ 
titled. 

Flaherty Explains 

Roland D. Flaherty, farm bu¬ 
reau secretary, explained today 
that the farm bureau looks to 
the water district as the agency 
which has legal capacity to act 
in such water matters. He said 
the farm bureau request is aimed 
primarily as a plea to assure pro¬ 
tection of Orange county water 
rights in any settlement of litiga¬ 
tion that may be made. 

The farm bureau directors yes¬ 
terday voted to continue “a work 
of the organization on gun club 
matters.”

BROOKLYN. April 3. UP)—Wil¬ 
liam Carlin, an advertising man, 
told District Attorney F. X. Geog- 
han today he had overheard a con¬ 
versation last month tending to 
support Paul Wcndel’s story of 
kidnap and torture. 

Carlin appeared voluntarily dur¬ 
ing Geoghan's search for four 
men who, Wendel said, held him 
prisoner until he signed a confes¬ 
sion of the Lindbergh baby ab¬ 
duction.

Milk Bottles A.W.O.L.

21,600 Disappear Every Month In County 


21,600 bottles is a lot of bottles. And then 
there have been instances where families have 
moved out, and whole cases of unreturned bot¬ 
tles have been found in the cellar. 

To cut down expenses, 20 dairies in Orange 
county use what is known as the universal milk 
bottle, supplied by the California Dairy Products 
company, they are set aside and are turned over 
to the Los Angeles Bottle exchange. The dairy¬ 
man picking them up gets 1 cent per bottle. The 
exchange returns the bottle to the owner for 2 
cents. 

But this system doesn't prevent a lot of 
breakage and loss The average bottle makes 
from one to 20 trips before being broken or 
lost, Mr. Christie said. Quart bottles cost the 
dairyman almost 5 cents apiece. 

The housewife, of course, can help, Mr. 
Christie explained. If enough housewives saved 
enough bottles, they might even reduce the cost 
of milk. 

“If all housewives would see that milk bot¬ 
tles get back to the dairymen instead of going 
into the ash can or the cellar, it would help a 
lot to reduce the loss and the cost of milk," 
Mr. Christie said 


Probably Orange county's greatest mystery - 

Who hides 21,600 milk bottles every month, 
and where? Or breaks them, and why'.' 

Nobody seems to know where they go to. 
But every month a freight carload of rnilk bottle 
trundles into Orange county to replace the ones 
which mysteriously disappear. 

Lost, broken or misplaced milk bottles cost 
Orange county dairymen $1000 a month $12,000 
a year. 

The dairymen might be willing to spend that 
much to stop the loss; but already some pretty 
high powered men have attacked the problem 
without success. 

C. H Christie, secretary-manager of Orange 
County Milk Producers, Inc., and of the Orange 
County Dairymen's association, admitted today 
the mystery is tougher than understanding the 
Einstein theory. Mr. Einstein understands that, 
but no one knows how to stop the loss of milk 
bot t les. 

The dairymen just go on replacing them each 
month. 

Of course, said Mr. Christie, everyone knows 
a lot of milk bottles get broken around the sink, 
in dairy plant operations or on milk trucks. But

An appeal to the New Jersey 
court of errors and appeals can¬ 
celled that execution date. 

The appeal failed; he was again

The 
execution date was set for Jan. 
17. A 30-day reprieve from Gov¬ 
ernor Hoffman saved him. 

With the expiration of the re¬ 
prieve, Hauptmann was sentenced 
a third time, the death warrant 
calling for his execution “the 
week of Marcn 30." The execu¬ 
tion was set for the night of 
March 31. 

The execution was stayed by 
Warden Kimberlmg of the peni¬ 
tentiary, and a new execution 
hour of 8 o’clock tonight was set. 

What happens tonight remains 
to be seen.

LOS ANGELES, April 3, f/Pl— 
The American Legion's national 
commander, Ray Murphy, re¬ 
called to the country's attention 
today a proposed universal service 
law whereby "we may hope to 
see the beginning of the end of 
war.” 

"America can and should keep 
out of any second world war," 
Murphy told several thousand vet¬ 
erans in a public address here last 
night. 

"The American Legion is for 
peace, not war. Most of us have 
growing sons. We don't want 
them to become cannon fodder. 

"In demanding the enactment 
of a universal service law, the 
Legion offers no Socialistic theory. 
Such a measure would conscript 
immediately, in the event of war, 
the full services of capital, indus¬ 
try and man power, on a basis of 
strict equality, with special privi¬ 
lege and profit for none. 

"Under that law dollars must 
fight on the same basis with men. 
In effect, profits will be adjourned 
for the duration of the war. 

"When such a law is enacted, as 
I hope it will be in this session of 
congress, I believe we may hope 
to see the beginning of the end 
of war. With the profit motive 
destroyed, one of the greatest 
sources of propaganda for war 
will cease. 

"Great fortunes no longer may 
be built upon the crosses of the 
dead and the sacrifices of the 
living."

Eiler said the wholesale plants 
have gone back on their last 
year's agreement to -harge 18 
cents for cleaning dresses and 
suits and are now doing the work 
for 10 cents for some shops. This, 
he said, has resulted in lower 
wages and longer working hours 
in the plants, and permits favored 
shops to offer suit cleaning and 
pressing for 20 cents instead of 
the set price of 49 cents

Irrigated with Santa Ana 
river water, Ar.aheim was like 
an oasis in the desert and was 
a great attraction to hungry 
and thirsty cattle. The willow 
fences were ejected to seep the 
herds from over-running the 
town. The ga es were made of 
strong, heavy t mbers and were 
kept securely locked. The keys 
were in charge 01 the colonists 
living near the gates. 

The first colonists bought a 
tract of 1165 acres at what is 
now Anaheim. Their agent. 
George Hansen, planted and 
managed the tract for three 
years, when tnn colonists them¬ 
selves took ‘t over. The com¬ 
munity became a prosperous 
vineyard region. 


The city of Anaheim, founded 
in 1857 by a group of German 
colonists from San Francisco, 
marks the site of its old North 
Gate as one of the community's 
historic spots. The North Gate 
was the main entrance to the 
town, being on the highway to 
Los Angeles. 

This landmark has been re¬ 
corded with the state depart¬ 
ment of natural resources and 
the state park commission, in 
cooperation with the California 
state chamber of commerce. 

One of the unusual features 
of the original colony was the 
wall or fence around the mile 
square townsite. The fence was 
built of willow poles, planted in 
the earth and bound together 
with poles. These poles took 
root and grew rapidly. Gates

With about a fifth of the state 
yet to report, registration figures 
for California show even greater 
gains for the Democrats than the 
Associated Press registration sur¬ 
vey last Feb. 1 disclosed.

Democrat Majority 

The 46 counties listed, with fig¬ 
ures fairly complete, give the 
Democrats 57 1 a per cent of the 
total registration. 

Totals: 

Republican registrants, 978,286. 

Democratic registrants, 1,467,- 
652. 

The Republicans lead in eight 
counties: Alpine. Humboldt, Lake, 
Mendocino, Riverside, Santa 
Clara, Santa Cruz and Shasta. Of 
the 12 unreported counties, Cala¬ 
veras, Inyo, Marin, Napa and So¬ 
noma were giving the G. O. P. 
preference in registration at the 
last authentic report. 

Other Counties 

The other missing counties— 
Alameda, Del Norte, Mono, San 
Luis Obispo, Stanislaus, Trinity 
and Tuolumne—all showed a lead 
j in Democratic registrants at the 
! previous report. 

In November, 1934, Republican 
1 registrants led in 25 counties. 

Gains this year in Democratic 
i registration in Los Angeles and 
i San Francisco counties are par¬ 
ticularly outstanding, although 
both were in the Democratic-reg- 
1 istered column as well two years 
ago. 


ROME, April 3. UP) The first

Movie Starlets Organize 
Spinsters Club; Object Is 
‘Stay Single Till Stardom’ 


WILMINGTON, Del, April 3. 
(TP) A "weight microscope,” a 
new scientific instrument for 
making invisible molecules reveal 
themselves by increasing their 
weight 25,000 times was in opera¬ 
tion at the science experimental 


station of the Dupont company re¬ 
cently. 

This “microscope” is a svedberg 
ultracentrifuge, the only one of its 
kind in the United States. It is 
a revolving steel wheel, seven 
inches in diameter, whose edge 
travels 20 miles a minute. The 
wheel is housed in nearly half a 
ton of five-inch armor as protec¬ 
tion against its explosion and the 
whole apparatus set in an under¬ 
ground laboratory. 

A new dime placed in a slot 
near the edge of this wheel would 
weigh half a ton and a one-pound 
mass would weigh 125 tons. 

The scientific objective is to 
learn the invisible atomic struc¬ 
ture of the chemicals of industry, 
and of the so-called "life mole¬ 
cules." groups of inanimate atoms 
which seem to be alive when they 
are joined together in the proper 
proportions. 

The "weight microscope” is op¬ 
erated hy placing the stuff to be 
analyzed in a tiny chamber in the 
edge of the spinning wheel. They 
are placed there "in solution,” 
that is, in a liquid able to keep 
I hem suspended just as the blood 
keeps its red corpuscles suspended. 

When the wheel revolves, under 
the pull of centrifugal force the 
suspended particles grow heavy, 
like stones. The heaviest move 
farthest toward the outer rim of 
the wheel, separating from lighter 
weight molecules. 

With photographs these separa¬ 
tions are analyzed. In this man¬ 
ner it has been shown that most 
of the protein substances used in 
chemical industry are giant mole¬ 
cules. made of parts that all have 
the same weight, 34,500 units each 
on the molecular scale. 

Hemoglobin of the human blood 
is made of parts having this 
identical weight.

RAPS SINGLE 
TAX PLAN 

Claims Measure Would 
Abolish Gasoline, 

Liquor Levies 

SACRAMENTO, April 3. UP)- 
Ralph H. Taylor, secretary of the 
Agricultural Council of California, 
said today passage of the single 
tax initiative measure In the No¬ 
vember general election would 
mean "immediate abolition'’ of the 
state's $40,000,000 a year gasoline 
tax for highways, and a loss of 
$10,000,000 annually from liquor 
taxes. 

Taylor said attorneys mscovered 
a "bug'’ in the t .rminology of the 
proposed measure that "automati¬ 
cally" would cancel the legality 
of the gasoline tax law. , 

Under the single tax, land taxes 
would supplant sales taxes cre¬ 
ated after Jan. 1, 1933. hut "some 
enterprising lawyer unearthed the 
fact that the present 3-cent gaso- j 
line tax was enacted hy the 1933 1 
legislature several months after 
Jan. 1." 

"Attorneys of the state are 
frankly in a quandary as to how 
the courts would interpret the 
trick proviso." 

Taylor declared the single tax. 
if successful at the polls, would 
"at least, double and probably 
treble the tax load on land, ac¬ 
cording to the admission of itr 
proponents ” 



The Story of Our Missions 

Twenty-one Franciscan missions acre founded in California 
by the Rev. Fra.v Junlpcro Serra, extending from San Diego to 
uhat is now Sonoma county. They are among California's price¬ 
less landmarks. The state department of public works has pre¬ 
pared brief histories of them with directions on how to reach 
them. They will be taken lip in the order of their locations from 
south to north, rather than in the sequence of their founding. 
The first Installment, telling the story of how Father Serra 
started on his great undertaking, follows.

California's 21 Franciscan mis- i 
•ions were established by members 
of the Order of Friars Minor, led 
and inspired by Fray Miguel Jos¬ 
eph Serra, famous in history as 
Father Junipero Serra 

St. Francis of Assisi, Italy, 
founded the Order of Friars Minor, 
better known as the Order of 
Franciscan Monks, in 1209 It is a 
missionary brotherhood bound to¬ 
gether by the vows of poverty, 
obedience and chastity. Leaders of 
the order in the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury conceived plans for a com¬ 
munal mission life in which friars i 
might create protected establish- ; 
ments and gather about them in \ 
family groups aboriginal people 
among whom they worked. Ex¬ 
perimented with for the first time 
at Sinaloa. Mexico, in 1011, the 
plan proved successful and was 
adopted by the Jesuit order in ' 
l-ower California. The system was 
perfected by the Franciscans in 
Alta (Upper! California, which 
now is the slate of California. 

To Father Serra belongs the 
credit for the far-flung perfect 
mission system which played so 
large a part in the early history 
of this state. 

Born in humble circumstances j 
on the island of Majorca in 1713, 
Miguel Joseph Serra entered the 
Franciscan order before he was 17. 
He took the name of Junipero out 
of reverence for the chosen com¬ 
panion of St. Francis, and as a 
youth dedicated himself to mis¬ 
sionary work. It was not until 
1749, however, that the opportu¬ 
nity for service in foreign fields 
came to him. In that ye'.c, to his 
unbounded joy, he "-id Father 
Francesco Palou, his friend and bi¬ 
ographer. were appointed members 
of a group of priests requested by 
the College of San Fernando, Mex¬ 
ico, for duty in the New World. 

Serra Paid Dearly 

Of Father Serra’s long and ar¬ 
duous trip from Majora to the 
City of Mexico, much has been 
written by that faithful chronicler. 
Father Palou. and many historians 
and writers. It is related that 
when Father Serra arrived at Vera 
Cruz, so eager was he to plunge 
into his new apostolic duties that 
he would not wait for the mules 
and wagons, which were to trans¬ 
port him and his colleagues to 
Mexico City, and which had been 
delayed, and so set out on foot 
for his destination. He paid dearly 
for his impetuosity. An ulcer de¬ 
veloped in one of his legs and 
throughout his life he suffered 
from it. On several occasions the 
infection brought him near to 
death. 

Father Serra engaged in mis¬ 
sionary work in Mexico for nearly 
19 years and then was rewarded 
by appointment as president of 
the Missions of California which, 
following expulsion of the Jesuits 
in 1768. had passed into the con¬ 
trol of the Franciscans. There 
were 13 of these missions, all in 
Lower California. Father Serra 
was 55 years of age when his 
chance to extend the missions to 
Upper California came. 

Jose de Galvez had been sent 
out to New Spain by Carlos III 
as visitador general of the prov¬ 
inces with instructions to estab¬ 
lish military posts at San Diego 
and Monterey to prevent encroach¬ 
ments of the English and Rus¬ 
sians. Announcing organization of 
an expedition into the north, Gal¬ 
vez stated that its purpose was 
"to establish the Catholic faith 
among a numerous heathen people, 
submerged in the obscure darkness 
of paganism, and to extend the do¬ 
minion of the King, our Lord, and 
protect this peninsula from the 
ambitious views of foreign na¬ 
tions.” 

Joins Up with Galvez 

Assembling his forces at Santa 
Ana, near La Paz, Galvez invited 
Father Sena, then at Loreto, to 
visit him. Junipero enthusiasti- ] 
cally made the long trip to Santa ' 
Ana and, inspired by the prospect I

of a great new missionary field, 
joined up with Galvez. 

The soldier and the priest decid¬ 
ed that their joint expedition 
should be divided and sent to San 
Diego in two sections, one by land 
and one by sea. Three ships, the 
San Carlos, the San Antonio and 
San Joseph, carrying troops and 
four missionaries, sailed fiom La' 
Paz on Jan. 9, Feb. 15 and June 
16, 1769, in the order named. 

Driven off her course by storms, 
the San Carlos arrived at San Di¬ 
ego 20 days after the San Antonio, 
although she had sailed five weeks 
earlier, and of her crew all but one 
sailor and the cook had succumbed 
to scurvy and many of the soldiers 
had died. The Sun Antonio lost 
eight of her crew from the same 
disease. The San Joseph was lost 
at sea. 

The land expedition was divided 
into two divisions under Captain 
Fernando Riveray Moncada ami 
Governor Don Gaspar de Portola. 
Captain Moncada led the advance 
detachment and Portola followed. 
Father Serra was to have accom¬ 
panied the governor, but when the 
date of departure came his ulcer¬ 
ous leg kept him in bed and Por¬ 
tola went on without him. 

Condition Grave 

It was not until March 28. sev¬ 
eral weeks later, that Father Ser- 
ra with two soldiers and a servant 
set out on muleback to overtake 
the expedition. He suffered great¬ 
ly en route, but caught up with 
Portola. His condition became so 
grave that the governor besought 
him to return to San Fernando for 
treatment. This Junipero would 
not do. His life was despaired of. 

And then, records Father Palou, 
the indomitable Serra, after offer¬ 
ing up a prayer, called one of the 
muleteers and said to him: "Son, 
do you not know how to make a 
remedy for the ulcer on my foot 
and leg?" And the muleteer an¬ 
swered: "Father, how should I 
know of any remedy? Am I a 
surgeon? 1 am a mule-driver, and 
can only cure harness-wounds on 
animals." "Then, son." Father 
Serra directed, “consider that I 
am an animal and that this ulcer 
is a harness-wound and prepare 
for me the same medicament as 
you would make for a beast.” 

Unwillingly the muleteer obeyed, 
applieil his preparation to the in¬ 
fected leg and to the astonishment 
of all, the good father slept that 
night and the next morning was 
able to resume the journey. 

After many hardships, Portola 
reached ban Diego on July 1, [ 
1769. There he found Moncada ! 
and his force and the San Carlos 
and San Antonio with the surviv¬ 
ing members of the sea expedition. 
And there Father Serra found his 
new field of endeavor of which he 
long had dreamed.

UP)—Mili¬ 
taristic tendencies of the age are 
reflected in the playthings being 
collected at the capital for an ex¬ 
hibition which is to be the high 
light of China's first officially 
promulgated “Children's Year.” 

The Chinese boys who once flew 
kites and worked Chinese puzzles 
now fly miniature bombers and 
pursuit planes and deploy tin sol¬ 
diers. 

Instead of spinning bamboo 
tops, the modem child of old 
Cathay winds the clockwork of 
war tanks and machine guns, and 
prefers toy hand grenades to 
paper or rubber balls. 

Exhibiting conspicuously the 
national emblems of China, many 
of these war toys come from Ger¬ 
many. Others are made in Japan.

NEUTRALITY 
EXPLAINED 


“Better hurry, lady — they’ra 
making history today!" was a sen¬ 
ate page's greeting to Mra. Mai- 
bone W. Graham, ardent peace 
advocate. The history congress 
was making, as it extended pres¬ 
ent neutrality laws for 18 
months. Mrs. Graham explained 
yesterday afternoon to an audi¬ 
ence in the Y. M. C. A. lounge. 

Appearing under auspices of 
the local League of Women Vo¬ 
ters. she told of attending a con¬ 
ference on "Cause and Cure of 
War,” and exp'a'.ned legislative 
action on neuttality. Mrs. Ora 
K. Heine introduced the speaker 
and representatives of the Santa 
Ana A. A. U. W„ the T. W. C. A, 
board of education and Santa Ana 
Woman’s club. 

Defines Neutrality 

Mrs. Graham defined neutrality 
as the status a nation assumes in 
relation to countries at war. Ad¬ 
vocates of a neutral policy are 
divided into four groups, favor¬ 
ing peace maintenance through 
non-resistance, isolation, an inter¬ 
national "police” power, or build¬ 
ing a defensive force "equal to 
any.” 

Establishment last fall of a mu¬ 
nitions control board was one of 
the greatest steps toward neu¬ 
trality during future conflicts, 
Mrs. Graham declared. 

As nations realize that trade 
can draw them Into war Just as 
surely as aggression, neutrality 
legislation has to be expanded to 
cover trade relations, without 
harming domestic markets, she 
said. This consideration caused 
congress to table the Nye and 
Pittman neutrality bills for fur¬ 
ther discussion. Existing regula¬ 
tions call for an embargo on arms, 
munitions and all implements of 
war for belligerents. 

Her Questions 

Could 50 per cent of the world’s 
raw materials, produced in the 
United States, he isolated to main¬ 
tain neutrality? Mrs. Graham 
asked. Could peace be kept If 
America traded with a nation un¬ 
justly attacked and refused aid 
to the aggressor ? Could neutrality 
be observed by keeping trade quo¬ 
tas to a peace-time average? 

The speaker urged her audience 
to study these questions and act 
to secure passage of effective neu¬ 
trality laws for American peace.

ASPARAGUS FOR SOUP, 
SALAD OK ENTREE 

Asparagus occurs almost as 
early in the alphabet as it does in 
the roster of spring vegetables. 
Its tender green or white stalks 
promise the return of all the vari¬ 
ous spring and summer vegetables 
to the markets and to our tables. 

When asparagus seems extra 
hard to clean try using a potato 
peeler to remove the little “ears” 
behind which the dirt lodges. To 
make the equable service of as¬ 
paragus easier for the hostess: tie 
it into individual bunches before 
rooking and place in position on 
the serving platter after cooking 
and then remove the strings just 
before bringing to the table. 

When asparagus is to be served 
cold as a salad the stalks will 
remain plump and fresh looking if 
they are kept in the water in 
which they have been cooked. This 
liquid should then be used in soups 
and sauce as it contains both val¬ 
uable minerals and vitamins drawn 
from the asparagus during cook¬ 
ing. 

In common with other green 
vegetables, asparagus will retain 
more of its natural bright green 
color if cooked in an uncovered pot 
until just done. Over-cooked as¬ 
paragus is unattractive in appear¬ 
ance and texture as well as being 
hard to handle. 

When the novelty of serving 
fresh buttered asparagus as a veg¬ 
etable has worn off, there are 
many ways in which it may be 
combined with other foods to pro¬ 
duce attractive dishes. 

Asparagus omelet makes a de¬ 
licious luncheon dish for either a 
family or a party meal. Creamed 
asparagus seems more than ever 
attractive when served in cheese 
popover shells. Dainty timbales of 
new peas and green asparagus add 
interest to spring vegetable plates. 

Shortcake is no longer confined 
to the dessert course or to the 
single fruit—strawberries. The fol¬ 
lowing recipe for asparagus short¬ 
cake makes friends quickly be¬ 
cause of its attractive appearance 
and luscious rich flavor. 

Asparagus shortcake

A THIRD appeal may soon be made to Federal Relief 
Administrator Hopkins for financial aid in meeting 
California's serious relief problem. Appointment of a 
committee of seven congressmen yesterday to investigate 
the matter was followed by announcement from Repre¬ 
sentative Clarence F. Lea that the group might again ask 
Mr. Hopkins for funds with which to tide the state over 
the crisis caused by exhaustion of the S24.000.000 state 
relief appropriation. 

Nothing California has done in regard to relief war¬ 
rants the summary manner in which the federal adminis¬ 
trator has been refusing additional money from the na¬ 
tional treasury. 

On the contrary, the good faith with which it has 
carried its full share of the burden throughout the depres¬ 
sion should impel Mr. Hopkins to give more than ordinary 
consideration to the serious problem now confronting the

Furthermore, a definite understanding, expressed or 
[ [’"’plied, existed between state and federal authorities that 
if California’s own fund of 24 million dollars should prove 
insufficient to carry through to July 1 this year, the na¬ 
tional administration would give further aid. This under¬ 
standing was based tacitly on a federal acknowledgment 
that California was doing its utmost to bear its full share 
of the relief burden. 

Mr. Hopkins’ continued repudiation of this agree- i 
ment, on the grounds that he knows nothing about it, is 
an example of the bureaucratic autocracy which is pro¬ 
viding so much real ammunition against the Roo'evelt j

Long Beach Views Water Project 

A PPROVAL of Orange county’s new federal flood con¬ 
trol project is voiced by Long Beach leaders, who re¬ 
mark that the need for water to balance the overdraft 
has become painfully apparent. The Long Beach Press- 
Telegram says editorially: 

No one well Informed on Orange County affairs ques¬ 
tions that county’s need for more water, and the most 
logical method is to develop its own major water source, 
the Santa Ana River, to its utmost capacity. The only 
question on which leaders differed in the two recent efforts 
to vote bonds for the government project was on the ratio 
of cost to benefit. If the government decides to spend 
512,455,000 on development of the Santa Ana’ River, the 
county will be elated. If, on the other hand, a bond issue 
of $3,420,000 is asked to finance the county's end of the 
project, there is every likelihood that voters would ap¬ 
prove. Such an opportunity comes but seldom. 

County voters are wide awake to the fact that water 
conservation is a fundamental need in this area. And if 
the federal project is the right one for our needs, no 
doubt they will heartily endorse it. 

The congressional committee investigating the 
Townsend plan asked Robert E. Clements if he knew 
the difference between economy and political econ¬ 
omy. He said, “I don’t believe I do.” It would take a 
congressman half an hour to say that.

FOOD FOR THE POOR 

(Christian Science Monitor) 

Sir John Orr, British expert on 
nutrition, is unremitting in his 
demands for a national food policy 
to enable the poorest classes in 
the community to consume more 
food. Last year a committee of 
the league of nations drew atten¬ 
tion to the problem of malnutri¬ 
tion as a work! problem arising 
from the fact that millions of 
persons are underfed though the 
producers of food cannot dispose 
of their storks. 

Sir John Orr has re-examined 
the question as it applies to Great 
Britain, a country whose average 
standard of living is relatively 
high; yet it has 4,500,000 people 
whose weekly income is only 10 
shillings per head, allowing, as he 
calculates, no more than about 
four shillings a week for food. 

, This is not enough, nutritionists 
agree, even if it is wisely spent, 
to maintain stamina and effi- 
! eiency. 

From this, the consumers' side 
of the question, we turn to the 
producers. The British govern¬ 
ment, acting through Mr. Walter 
Elliot, energetic minister of agri¬ 
culture, has been extremely enter¬ 
prising during the last three or 
four years in stimulating British 
agricultural production, enabling 
farmers to get more dependable 
prices in a more secure market. 
The state has had to pay for 
this stimulation. The tariffs, 
quotas and marketing schemes 
which have benefited the farmers 
have constituitonal farm subsidies. 

Yet the beneficial results are 
! strictly limited limited by the 
capacity of the consumer to pay 
! And since on the whole the ten- 
, dency of the marketing schemes 
has been to keep up, not to re- 
j duce, prices, the consumers who 
j need more food have not been able 
to consume more, and the farmers, 
who require larger sales as well 
as a safer market, have been de¬ 
nied them. 

The marketing schemes should 
be carried a stage further. This 
is the first and most obvious re¬ 
form needed to maintain the prof¬ 
its of the farmer and to lower 
the cost of food for the poor.
